DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 22,44,45 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, singularly or in combination, at least the limitations 
of the independent claim 22,44,45 including "a data protection device configured to 
prevent access to said informative data having the security sensitive content 
protection device including, ajirst conductive element connected to the integrated 
circuit chip, located on a first side of the integrated circuit chip, and a second conductive 
element located on a second side of the integrated circuit chip, the second side being 
opposite to the first side" and further including the limitation that" the first conductive 
element and the second conductive element being coupled by inductive coupling, the 
second conductive element not being electrically connected to the integrated circuit chip 
and the first conductive element" 

Because no reference alone, nor is there any motivation to combine the details over the 
prior art to create such limitations in these independent claims, the claims are deemed 
patentable over the prior art. 

Claims 24-32,34-35,37-43 are also allowed as being directly or indirectly 
dependent of the allowed base claim(s).
